i>. My efforts on the KIBITZ-15 side of the project during the last 
month, have been concentrated on getting KIBITZ-l? to weed out of the 
project those "hangers-on” and "maybe" agents or embryo candidates. I 
have done this by continually demanding PRQs and/or firm dates for train- 
ing for those W/T candidates for whom we have clearances. My reasons 
for this — - asfar as KIBITZ-15 is concerned — were to get some teams 
completely finished and ready to go on the air at any moment as soon as 
NAZI /{©Pon — not for KIBITZ lf>'s knowledge — was to put 
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the brakes on him so that I wouldn't wake up someday with him having 
pulled a fait accompli — presenting us with a "little Zipper". Ap- 
parently, I have partially succeeded for, during my meeting with 
KIBITZ— 15 on 16 May 19!? 2, he told me that four of his proposed W/T 
operators were if not out completely, out at least temporarily. Thus, 
he added, he would not attempt to make out PRQs on them nor sehedule 
them for W/T training at any time in the near future. They are 
KIBITZERS 197, 158, 168 and 176 , (Numbers (11), (18), (19), (20) Annex 
to 10FA-65O1, 9 May 1952) . 

6. Our KXBlTZ-15 shows W/T operators are thus cut down to a total 
of 16. This, X believe is more than sufficient for KIBITZ-15 to handle 
at one time and gives us at the same time, a good backlog to work on for 
the remainder of the year rei W/T training, caching, etc.
